FREIGHT RATES 


Vancouver.—Backed by the Unit- 
ed Farmers of the three prairie prov- 
inces, the United Farmers of B.C. 
will carry British Columbia’s claim 
for better freight rates to the gov- 
ernor-in-council at Ottawa, 

The appeal has been prepared and 
forwarded to Ottawa by G. G. Mc-
